—A nuclear device, one-fourth 
as powerful as the bomb that 
devastated Hiroshima, was det­ 
onated today deep beneath a

The expenses of operating the

funds 
(w hether they are no-load or 
not) have operating expenses. 
The biggest is usually the ad ­ 
visory fee (often called a “ m an­ 
agem ent fee” ) but there are ex 
penses, such as any business or 
ganization has.

The Morrisville School Board 
last night promised to grant fi 
nancial aid to the Band Boost 
ers Association to purchase 
new band uniforms. 
This action came after three 
representatives of the

Boosters appealed for support 
at a board meeting in the Sum 
m erseat building. 
Borough Councilman Thomas 
Rohner led the delegation from 
the Band Boosters, and said the 
association wanted to re-outfit 
the 
Morrisville

School 
Band for the first time in eight 
years. 
Board OKs Motion 
The school board, after hear­ 
ing comment from Rohner, Mrs 
Richard Frick and Mrs. Elwood 
Wagner, adopted a motion as 
Suring the association it would 
set aside money in next year’s 
budget. The board did not spec 
ify any amount, although it was 
understood to be a sum in ex 
cess of $2,000. The association 
representatives had asked 
for 
aid in buying the new uniforms 
for next year. 
Rohner traced the work of the 
association 
before 
requesting 
the aid. He said since the asso­ 
ciation was formed in 1948, the 
group had raised $35,000 for the 
band. 
Rohner said the association 
had done so 
through 
various 
functions and affairs. In that 26 
years, he said the association 
had twice outfitted the 
band, 
had annually provided awards 
and certificates, and had spon­ 
sored the band in concerts and 
parades. He said the associa­ 
tion had also 
sponsored 
the 
band on bus trips, given them 
banquets 
and 
provided 
uni 
forms and music. 
After all these expenses, the 
budget is down to $4,700, he 
said. 
Rohner said 
the association 
planned to spend from $80-$100 
on each new

are 80 members of the band. 
He said the association wanted 
to refurbish the band next year 
at a total cost of an estimated 
$6,400.
